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YEAR TO DATE 

Since our last Newsletter (June 85) information has come 
to hand on sightings around Australia. 

West Australia and South Australia seem to have most of 
the reports but some strange events have come out of Papua-New 
Guinea and after a long spell of inactivity from hew South *ales 
also. Queensland and Victoria like Tasmania have only had a few 
cases this year. Nothing new has occured on the local scene since 
Kay, although a possible new case near Pingal has so far eluded 
us (see Tasmania). 

Australia 

It now seems that tne initial action of the year at Oldea 
where a train was alleged to have been affected by near by lights 
was just a break down. Distant lights were seen at the time but 
were of low strangeness. 

A car pace from Beechboro (WAust) was more puzzling on 
January 4th. Tr.en later in the month, bright lights were reported 
from the Cairns district of Northern Queensland. The most detailed 
report was of 3 or 4 lights in ^ row, the centre lights pulsating 
orange to green. 

A couple of New South Wales cases came later in January. 

Two Davisto'wn witnesses in a car saw a five sided object v/ith lights 
pass over their car, a smooth humiting noise was heard at the time 
of the close approach of the object. Some days later a man on the 
beach at Umina sighted a "mass of lights". It was soundless and 
estimated to be the size of a jumbo jet. It was also estimated to 
be at an altitude of 300m. 

lapua-New Guinea appears on the scene for the first time 
it seems in an age. In February a "foreign object" was reported 
from the South Fly area, then on the 24th tweleve UFOs were seen 
by villagers outside Kundiawa.(see cuttings). 

Larch saw Tasmania's first case a nocturnal light report 
from Glenorchy. However, it is a possible occupant case that next 
catches the attention, let's hopw we near more about this later. 

The sighting occurred at West Pennat Hills(NSW) on March 5th. Two 
teenagers allegedly sighted a UFO as large as a house. It rose 
behind some trees and tnen settled down again. This was followed 
by the appearance of torch-like beams shining on their car and beings 
with long arms started to walk towards them. They drove off at 
high speed. 

Only one case of note occurred in April when a Goolwa (SA) 
witness reported a bright light resting on the Murray Hiver. It 
appeared to be giving off beams of light. Further reports came from 
South Australia the following month. On May 17th a motor-mechanic 
reported a sighting from the Yorke Peninsula. The car radio crackled 
when a bli-.ding v/hite light appeared shining a light into his car. 

The light moved into the clouds a few times before disappearing. 
Another report was from near Victor Harbour when a hiker saw a bluish 
-white light approaching from behind at'speed. As it came closer the 
hiker tried to run but fell over, it passed above him with a loud 
roar. :-le fa_lei to see what hc^ppened to tne li^hit.

YEAR TO DATE Continued 


New South Wales was in the news again on May 26th when a 
security guard at Camphelltown said he frightened off a flying 
'saucer with his flashlight. He says he saw a huge bright saucer; 
he flashed his torch towards it and it started zigzagging about. 
Returning later the light was still there so he flashed his torch 
again and it stopped zigzagging and shot off into space. 

West Australia took over the activity by mid-year,with a claim 
that street lights went out at MtBarker on May 19th when a blue 
object passed over the town. On May 24th a motorist near Roleystone 
saw a bright red/orange object. He stopped to watch and the object 
came down in a falling leaf motion and moved overhead. The witness 
suffered sore eyes, nausea and a headache afterwards. Staying in WA 
a bright light lit up a Marylands flat on June 7th. Two yellow and 
one blue light were seen close by. Two days later on June 9th two 
pilots flying out of Mt Ne-wman observed a bright orange object app¬ 
roach from the west. The object stopped dead, then lost altitude 
and pulled away at the same time. Another motorist event occurred on 
June 14th with yet another orange light that followed his car for an 
hour. When the light was at its closest the witness claimed his car 
became hot inside.

From "On th Spot", Examiner August 12th. 

A Fingal resident who rang The Examiner yesterday was 
wondering whether anybody else saw a round orange object with a 
brightorange beam coming from its side hovering over the road 
between Power (Tower?) Hill and Mangana at about 2,30am on Saturday 
morning (10th), 

Follow up with the Examiner revealed that the witness did 
not want his name in the paper and only left a Christian name. The 
story became more confused when the paper ran an item two days later 
to tell readers that the Fingal object was a weather ballon. Yet 
another contact with the Examiner revealed that no one was sure 
of the source for this item, it was thoughtto have come from the 
Weather Bureau. Launceston Weather Bureau advised us that their 
weather ballon went nowhere near Fingal and would not have been 
visible in the night sky. It could be that the August 9th high 
altitude ballon event over the south of the state had become con¬ 
fused with the Fingal report. 

Despite mention twice in the Examiner in the following week 
the Centre's Northern Representatives did not receive any calls, 

Colin Fletcher at St Marys is on the spot to check the report out 
but has been unable to locate the mystery caller. 

Another Northern report came to the Centre from the W'estbury 
area. This time a triangular golden shape was seen and soon after 
a cigar-like object that just disappeared (August 27th), This time 
the witness has been reluctant to provide any more details.

Some old cases still come to hand and they mostly fit into 
the pre-existing flaps of the 1970s. We can only keep our fingers 
crossed that unexplained cases crop no lower or we will have just
